Expenses Not Made, 

In 1922, and under the high rates 
then prevailing, twenty-three of these 
class 1 railways representing a main- 
track mileage of more than &,000 miles 
failed to earn the expenses of main- 
tenance and operation, the aggregate 
deficit being between nine and ten 
millions of dollars. Of these same 
railways, conpanies representing a 
main-track mileage of 23,000 miles, 
earned from a fraction of 1 _ per 
centum to less than 3 per centum. 
Of the 30,000 miles of so-called short- 
line railways, that is to say, railways 
having gross operating revenues of 
less than $1,000,000 per year, not in- 
cluded in the above computation, many 
of the iines earned less than oper- 
ating expenses and very few of them, 
earned as much as 3 per centum on 
lowest possible estimate of the

HEAVY SELLING 
SEEN IN WHEAT 


Chicago, July 24.—Wheat dropped 
in price today to within a fraction of 
1923 crop. Weakness of the New 
York stock market had much to do 
with the lowering of values here. 
Wheat closed unsettled at 13-4@2 
cents net decline, with September 
96 7-S@97 cents, and December $1.00 
@1.001-8. Corn finished at a range 
varying from 3-4 cents off to a shade 
advance, oats 1-8@1-4 to 3-8 cents 
down, and provisions unchanged to a 
setback of 15 cents. 

From the outset, pressure to sell 
was evident in the wheat market. A 
sharp decline in Liverpool quotations 
tended to emphasize the effect of bear- 
ish view expressed by a leading bank- 
er as to the outlook for improved trade 
with Europe. In addition, the down- 
ward course of securities in Wall street 
put wheat bulls at a decided disad- 
vantage and although hedging sales 
of newly harvested wheat during the 
first part of the day were only mod- 
erate, the market later felt the weight 
of persistent commission house sell- 
ing and of increased hedging, as well 
as unloading on the part of early buy- 


ers. 

The fact that receipts of wheat at 
Chicago again were heavy, in contrast 
with exceptional smallness of arrivals 
in the southwest and west where farm 
organizations are striving to have as 
much wheat as possible stored on 
farms, apparently was responsible for 
some of the selling pressure here and 
so was slowness of export demand. 
Announcement that harvesting had be- 
gun in the Canadian northwest with 
weather favorable and a big yield in 
prospect was effective also in depriv- 
ing the market here of support.

BIG IMPROVEMENT! Banker’s View on European 


Situation Impresses Street 


IN CROP CONDITION 


A recent survey of crop conditions 
in Georgia, made by personal investi- 
gation, conference with bankers, busi- 
ness men, and farmers from different 
sections of the state, and by letters, 
indicates a very material improvement 
in the general condition of crops dur- 
ing the past three weeks, accord- 
ing to H. L. Young, president of the 
Atlanta Clearing House association. 


This improved condition covers prac- 
tically all of the state, with a few 
minor exceptions, it is declared. 

Mr. Young quoted Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown as declaring 
that conditions have improved greatly 
since a former survey had led him 
to declare that “the state was not 
crowing enough food and feed crops to 
sustain itself three months,” The 
survey indicated a marked trend to- 
ward a more balanced agriculture as 
well as an improved cotton condition. 

“One of the largest cotton counties 
in the state reports a 30 per cent im- 
provement in condition of cotton dur- 
ing the period mentioned, and several 
report the boll weevil under absolute 
control,” the statement of President 
Young said. “Some sections report 
that on account of favorable weather 
during this period, farmers have been 
able to combat and largely control 
the boll weevil by rapid cultivation, 
cnthering of squares, ete., with out 
the use of much poison. 

“IT quote as follows from a letter 
from the commissioner of agriculture 
of Georgia under date of July 25: 

“fT am very glad to say that re- 
ports coming to this office show a 
considerable improvement in the crops 
in practically every section of. the 
state, and the people have blended 
their best energies to the planting of 
every acre possible in food and feed 
products.’ This substantiates our 
survey as above outlined. 

“It is also found that the peach 
belt of Georgia is now marketing one 
of the largest and most profitable 
crops ever raised in the state. It is 
also reported that a larger acreage 
planted in peanuts is in good state 
of cultivation; good crops are 
sured, and in fact, are now being 
gathered in the southern part of the 
state. 

“With continued favorable weather 
will be rewarded for their 
work and determination with good 
crops and prosperity this fall.”

He says the situation today from 
France and England is nearer a crisis 
than ever before; the economic situa- 
tion of the individual in Europe is 
better but that government conditions 
have not improved; that he returned 
with his mind made up more than 
ever that we cannot do anything now 
to help Europe; that she must go 
ahead and work out her own prob- 
lems leaving us to work out ours un- 
til eventually a situation will arise 
where we can be of more service. 

Rails were soft today when Wall 
street learned that directors of Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis were holding 
meetings to go over the situation.
